Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner contacted Mr. Tackett to Inquire about the 
amendment sent after the final rejection of 6/15/2006. The examiner recommended that amendments be made to 
claims 27 and 33 that recite a sequential order of step1 lifting the perimeter of the wafer with the first set of pins, step 2 
lifting the center of the wafer with the second set of pins and step3 further lifting the wafer with the first set of pins to the 
transfer position. The proposed amendment was compared to the prior art of the US patent wherein perimeter pins 
raise the edge of the wafer, then the center is raised by the center pins to the transfer position. No third step of lifting 
again by the perimeter pins (first set of pins) is taught by Hiroshima. The JP patent teaches the same as the US prior 
art wherein no third lifting step is introduced by the first (periphery pins) nor is there a suggestion by either prior art to 
lift with peripheral pins and the additional lifting takes place with the center pins. The examiner agreed with the attomey 
and notes that the prior art of record fails to teach the third step as recited by the present invention..

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of \he general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conceming the 
substance of the interview.

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)
